About Time to Prune 


Br M. V. rHESNVT, FRHS 

Some of the flowerlnf shnibe— 
the klndi which bloom In Ulf eprinf 
and early lummer—are about due for 
pruning now. It Is well to remember, 
though, the different kinds require 
different forms of pruning and you 
can't treat them all alike. 

Some can go on blooming year 
after year without any pruning at all 
—rhododendrons, berberls and daph¬ 
nes are good examples In this class. 
Others such as Phlladelphus, dlervllla 
and deutzia di their best blooming 
on young wood and every effort 
should be made to encourage new 
growth. At thib time of the year, as 
soon as possible after the blooms 
have finished, a proportion of the 
older wood should be pruned away to 
make way for the new. Aim at pre¬ 
serving the natural shape of the 
shrub rather than an artificial 
sheared or clipped look. 

* * * 

New shoots which follow In after 
this pruning will carry next year's 
blossoms, which Is why I like to get 
the ]ob done soon after the blooming 
period—to give the new shoots as 


much time as possible for develop¬ 
ment. 

If you don't quite undersund how 
and whwi to prune your shrubs, I 
suggest you write to me asking for a 
eopy of the Colonist pruning leaflet, 
which outlines the method and time 
of pruning for most ornamental 
shrubs commonly grown on Vancou¬ 
ver Island. The iMflet la free; simply 
enclose a stamped and self stressed 
envelope. 

Incidentally, some of the shrubs 
which are pruned around this time of 
year can be propagated quite readily 
from cuttings If you lack a good 
mock orange In your garden, for 
instance, keep an eye open for some 
friend or neighbor when he Is prun¬ 
ing his specimen and beg or scrounge 
the prunings to use as slips. 

* * It 

Phlladelphus or mock orange la 
an easy rooter. Try to get a complete 
branch from the shrub. Ihco make 
your cutting from Its middle portion, 
taking a piece about nine or ten 
Inches long. Discard the soft green 
sappy tip of the branch and the hard, 
wotdy base portion-you want a hit 
which Is sort of betwixt and between, 
known In gardening circles as half- 
ripe wood. 


The bottom end of your slip 
should be trimmed off with a raxor 
blade immediately below a leal Joint, 
then snip off the two bottom leaves. I 
suggest the razor blade In order to 
get a good clean cut, without any 
crushing or bruising of the stem 
tissues. 

* * * 

I am completely sold on the use 
of hormone rooting powders, even 
when taking slips of the easy rooters. 
These preparations, such as Rootone, 
Seradix and Ree-Root, are Inexpen¬ 
sive. yet they make all the difference 
in the world to the speed in which 
roots are produced and in the subse¬ 
quent health of the rooted cutting. 
Simply moisten the lower end of the 
slip, dip It In the powder, shake off 
any excess dust and Insert. 

Phlladelphus slips will root quite 
nicely In the open.
